PROPERTY LOSS MILLIONS; 
THOUSANDS HOMELESS 


Millions of dollars in property dam- 
age has already been incurred and 
the flood is still on the increase. 

From Indianapolis came reports of 
100,000 homeless throughout Indiana 
and a property loss reaching the enor- 
mous figure of $20,000,000 in cities, 
towns and villages alone. This does 
not include the losses to farmers. 
The loss of life, while not so great 
as in Ohio, has not yet been esti- 
mated. 

The climax of the flood in Ohio was 
reached at Dayton, where tonight it 
was reported that the water is from 
twenty to forty feet deep in many 
streets: that bodies were floating 
past the windows of office buildings, 


and that the catastrophe assumed the | 


proportions of a tidal wave. 

Reports concerning the 
nature of the floods in Ohio 
diana, which in most instances 
impossible to verify, were received to- 
night from widely scattered sources.

{For 80 long occupied that “bad emi- 
inence. The most important problem 
before the medical profession at pres- 
ent is the reduction of the death rate 
from -pneumonia. Considering the na- 
ture of the disease and the intensa 
strain which it imposes on the heart, 
it is probable that the only hopeful 
outlook for any considerable reduc- 
tion in pneumonia mortality is 
through the prevention of the disease. 
The prospect of a cure for it, in the 
popular sense of that term, accord- 
ing to The Journal of the American 
Medical Association, has grown less 
as we have learned more about the 
disease, While pneumonia is most 
frequent during the colder portion of 
the year it is not dependent entirely 
on low temperature. The disease oc- 
curs at all seasons and in all climates. 
It does not work its greatest ravages 
in the colder climates, but {is rather 
rare in the cold of high altitudes and 
is almost never Known to occur with- 
in the arctic circle. In spite of all 
their suffering from cold, arctic ex- 
plorers escape this danger. Hence we 
must assume that cold acts in con- 
junction with some other factor in 
the production of the disease, Pneu- 
monia is favored by lack of sunlight, 
and it occurs among those who are 
much exposed to dust or who have to 
breathe the emanations from the lungs 
of other people. Catarrhal processes 
affecting the air passages prepare 
the soil for the implantation of the 
germ of pneumonia. It is particularly 
a disease of city life and crowded liv- 
ing. With out present Knowledge the 
prospetts are hopeful for the control 
of penumonia in the future through 
prevention. This is of special im- 
portance to the individual. The avoid- 
ance of penumonia is largely a ques- 
tion of personal precautions that pre- 
vent the development of the disease 
by lessening the pred{sposition to It. 
Men in middle life, particularly those 
above 60, must learn during unsettled 
weather to avoid crowds, especially 
when fatigued and when they have 
been for a number of hours without 
eatine. Late at night, when for any 
reason a meal has been missed, 
crowds are dangerous. If this lesson 
could he renerally learned 
would be less pneumonia among 
well-to-do classes The principal 
danger comes in crowded street cars, 
which, if possible. should be avoided 
at rush hours, It needs to be em- 
pDhasized that the danger from over- 
crowding is greatly enhanced by fa- 
tigue and going without food. In a 
word, the prevention of pneumonia is 
now much clearer than it was, Like 
all the other infectious diseases, in- 
stead of being a more or less inevita- 
ble dispensation it has come to De 
recognized as due to certain definite 
factors, which can be greatly lessened 
by public and individual hygienic reg- 
ulations.

Governor Northen's Life. 


William Jonathan Northen was born 
July 9, 1835 on the Jones county plan- 
tation of his father, Peter Northen. At 
the age of five his parents moved to 
Penfield in Greene county, where the 
lad attended school and later gradu- 
ated from Mercer university. Im- 
paired health caused him to take a 
six months’ rest after graduation; but 
in’ 1854 he went to Mount Zion, then 
an educational center, where he opened 
a school and entered upon a trying 
struggle in which he won both ex- 
perience and reputation. Within two 
years he became assistant to Dr. Car- 
lisle P. Beman in the latter’s noted 
A year later Dr. Beman 
young Northen became 
of the school. Under his man- 
its reputation became § still 
higher and pupils came from over the 
south. 

In the meantime he 
Miss Martha Moss Neel. 
were born to them. 

When his teaching career was in- 
terrupted by the civil war the future 
governor enlisted in his father’s com- 
Hie served until early in 1862, 
he was exempted on account of 
being a teacher. In the winter follow- 
ing, however, re-enlisted, but his 
health was such that he was assigned 
to the hospital corps in Atlanta and 
Milledgeville. 

The war ended he resumed 
Mount Zion, where his school becaine 
famous through his success. His first 
appearance in politics was as delegate 
to state democratic convention in 
1867, the first held after the war. In 
1871 he removed his school to Kirk- 
wood, continuing until his health 
broke down and he went back to the 
farm. He became one of the most 
successful agriculturists in the state, 
and was vice president, then president 
of the State Agricultural society. His 
interest in teaching continued and he 
was influential In the Hancock County 
Farmers’ -lub, being president from its 
origin.

Member of Legislature. 


In 1877-78 Governor Northen was a 
member of the legislature, being re- 
elected for the following term. In 
1880 he was member of the committee 
which investigated the bonds of the 
Northeastern railroad. In 1884-85 he 
was a member of the state senate, and 
chairman of its educational committee. 
He was always an ardent prohibition- 
ist, and author of the local option law 
which enabled 117 counties out of 137 
to abolish whisky, leading finally to 
statewide prohibition. 

In 1890 he was called to the highest 
office In the state, having no opponent 
before the nominating convention 
when it was seen following his final 
announcement that the sentiment of 
the state was overwhelmingly for him. 
He was renominated again in 1892, de- 
feating in the g®neral election bv a 
majority of 71,809 the populist candi- 
date, W. I. Peek. His administration 
was marked by progress in many lines, 
consertion of the _ state’s finances, 
and a general excellence in the con- 
duct of all affairs of government. 
Especially were the schools improved, 
and two important normal schools es- 
tablished, the Georgia Normal and In- 
dustrial college, at Milledgeville, and 
the State Normal] school, at Athens. 

In recognition of his services for 
education and of his own high attain- 
ments, the degree of doctor of laws 
was three times conferred on him,. by 
his Alma Mater, Mercer university, in 
1892; by Richmond college, of Virginia, 
1894, and by Baylor university, Texas, 
1900. 

Church affairs derived much aid 
from the valuable personal interest of 
Governor Northen. He united with 
the Baptist church at Penfield in 1853, 
and three years later was made a 
deacon in the Mount Zion Baptist 
church, and for over half a century 
eerved aS deacon in the churches 
where his membership was placed. For 
six years he was president of the 
board of trustees of Washington in- 
stitute, and for eight years was mod- 


erator of the Washington Baptist as- 
sociation. 
Honored by Baptist. 

In 1895 Governor Northen- was 
named president of the Georgia Bap- 
tist convention, which he held for 
many years. He was also president 
of the Georgia Baptist Educational 
society, vice president of the South- 
ern Baptist convention, in 1899 being 
elected to the head of that prominent 
organization. He was elected presi- 
dent of the National Baptist congress 
at Augusta in 1893. He was also vice 
president of the American Bible so- 
ciety and of the American Sunday 
School union: In 1907 he was elected 
vice president of the Laymen’s Mis- 
sionary movement. For more than 
forty years he was trustee of Mercer 
university. 

In Atlanta Governor Northen united 
with the Ponce de Leon Avenue Bap- 
tist church. He was also interested 
in Y. M. C. A. work, and was chair- 
man of the Business Men's Gospel 
union. 

Among the notable addresses deliv- 
ered by him was one before the Con- 
gregational club, of Boston, Mass., on 
the white man’s view of the race 
question, which has become an au- 
thoritative source of information on 
this topic.

Tuberculosis is probably the most 
destructive disease. Of 42,645 Indians 
examined for disease last year, 6,870, 
or 16.11 per cent, were tuberculous 
On tne White Earth reservation in 
Minnesota 600 out of 3,300 Indians had 
On the Blackfeet reser- 
vation in Montana, one-third of those 
examined had the disease. Of the 
total population of the Colorado River 
reservation in Arizona, 20 per cent had 
tuberculosis. At the Mescalero reser- 
vation school in New Mexico, where 
the climate is nearly ideal, 5 per cent 
of the children were tuberculous. 
Over one-fourth of the Indians of the 
Pine Ridge reservation in South Ia- 
kota had _ tuberculosis. Even in 
Southern California over 10 per cent 
of the Indians suffer from the disease. 
Yet in all the United States there is 
no tuberculosis sanatorium for adult 
Indians, and there is provision for 
only 175 children of school age with 
incipient tuberculosis. 

Of the 42,645 Indians ¢xamined, over 
16 per cent were likewise suffering 
from trachoma and on the Kiowa. Co- 
manche and Apache reservations 71 
per cent of the school children had 
trachoma. The campaign of education 
in health and hygiene living has been 
continued by means of stereopticon 
lectures, pamphlets, school training and 
through the medium of visiting nurses 
fiela@ matrons and women industrial 
teachers. For the fiscal year 1913 an 
appropriation of $250,000 has been 
asked from congress to defray the ex- 
penses Of a special health campaign.

New News of Yesterday 


What Senator Barnum Regarded as His 
Proudest Achievement. 


of yer ease, '

in 1886 I found

One September -afternoon 
myself at the railway station 
ford, Conn., with two hours’ 
hands before the ar- 
rival of the train for 
New York, which I ex- 
pected-to take. I tried 
to kill time by walking 
for some distance on 
the track of the Housa- 
tonic railroad, a line 
which runs from Pitts- 
field, Mass., to Bridge- 
port, Conn., and is now 
a& part of the New 
Haven railroad system. 

The weather was de- 
lightful and the coun- 
try glorious. The first 
tints of fall were be- 
ginning to show them- 
selves. For that reason 
[ walked farther away 
from the station than I RE. J. 
thought of doing. I must have been about 
two miles from the station when, after 
rounding a curve in the road, I found be- 
fore me a vista of Straight track which ap- 
peared to be some four or five miles in length. 

About half. way in that tangent I saw 
a man walking slowly, apparently inspect- 
ing the track. Within a few moments I was 
near enough to him to recognize him. 

He was William H. Barnum. who had 
been United States senator from Connecticut, 
who had beaten that other great Barnum, 
Phineas T., in a contest for election for the 
lower house of representatives and had also 
served as chairman of the national] 
cratic committeee. 

“IT am inspecting this railroad for a 
Stretch of ten or twelve miles north of New 
Milford,” said Senator Barnum. as he greet- 
ed me pleasantly. He did not know me nor 
had he the slightest idea that I knew who 
he was.

He continued his conversation by asking: 
“Are you inspecting this road also?” 

I told the senator that I was trving to 
pass away the time before the arrival of mv 
train at New Milford, that T, in fact. had 
been looking more at the scenery than at the 
railroad itself. 

“Tam a stockholder in this railroad,” 
Senator Barnum. 

He was at that time, I 
of the railroad company. 
from telling me so. 

“Now as a stockholder,” he continued. “T 
frequently visit this section of the road. 1 
think it is the finest stretch of road track 
to be found anywhere in the United States 
excepting the rock-ballasted railroads which 
carry very heavy traffic, like the Pennsylva- 
nia.” 

Pointing with a little stick which he had 
cut from a bus to temporary 
walking stick to the railroad tracks, he said: 

“I feel espectally proud of these elght or 
ten miles of railroad tracks because they 
represent chiefly my own work. T actually 
did some of the manual work which was 
necessary to make these tracks what they 
are. I was thinking this afternoon that 
there was nothing in my career that gave 
me greater gratification or a sense of more 
honorable pride than this stretch of railwav 
track does.” 

T could not resist the temptation of sav- 
ing to the senator: “And yet vou have been 
a representative in congress, a senator. 
chairman of the national democratic 
mittee.” 

He looked at me 
and then said: 

“IT see you know me, but T’'ll take back 
nothing that I said. This stretch of railroad 
track is, I think, my proudest achievement. 

“T am very proud, anyway, of my con- 
with this railroad. It is one of the 
oldest in the United States. For some years 
it was the only way the people of New York 
state had of reaching Albany by rail. They 
used to take a steamboat at New York for 
Bridgeport; there they took the train for 
Pittsfield, where connection was made with 
the Boston and Albany. That was contin- 
ued until they built the Harlem railroad from 
New York city through to Chatham, a 
miles west of Pittsfield, on the Boston and 
Albany. This road, therefore, has the dis- 
tinction of being the first and for some vears 
the only railroad communication between 
New York city and the capital of the state. 

“I was a mere child when this kind of 
transportation was in progress, but I remem- 
ber ‘being so greatly impressed by it that 1 
determined to invest my first savings in the 
stock of the company. I did that when I 
was a young man, and I have steadily in- 
creased my stock from that day tothis. Yes, 
I think IT am prouder of my association with 
this railroad than of any of the political 
successes which I have gained.”

In 1505 it is said a young man by the 
name of Martin Waldseemuller was appoint- 
ed professor of geography at the College 
of St. Die, Germany. In 1606 he and several 
compatriots matured the! plan for a new 
edition of the geography of Ptolemy. When 
Waldseemuller communicated his plan to 
Rene II, of Vaudemont, Duke of Lorraine, 
the latter was most enthusiastic and set 
about to procure for the professor all the 
documents that , 
ice to him. It was thus that he managed 
to procure a copy of a French translation 
of the second letter that Americus Vespucius 
wrote about his discovery of the antipodes 
and this letter Waldseemuller appended to 
a little treatise which was to serve as an

| world the ancients never dreamed of, Amer- 


icus called this part the “New World,” be- 
cause it was unknown to the ancients. This 
new world corresponds*to what we now call 
Brazil. and which at that time also went 
under the name of “Land of the Holy Cross.” 
Waldseemuller did not call Brazil the “New 
World,” however, but “America.” “For,” he 
Says, “now that the parts of the world have 
been more extensively explored, another 
fourth part has been discovered by Americus 
Vespucius, therefore I do not see what is to 
hinder us from rightly calling it Amerigo or 
America—the land of Americus, after its 
discoverer, Americus Vespucius, a man of 
Sagacious mind, both Europe and 
Asia have gotten their names from women.” 

At first, however, the name of America 
was applied only to what is now known as 
Brazil; then it gradually extended to the 
whole of South America, and not until seven 
years later, im 1522, do we find it applied 
to North America also, for the first 
time, a map of North America was made, 
showing it as separated from Asia. 

The theory that Americus had usurped 
the honor due Columbus persisted for some 
time, down to modern times. In fact, 
many treatises were written on Vespucius’ 
dishonesty in the middle of the nineteenth 
century and one caused Emerson to exclaim: 
“Strange that broad America must wear the 
name of a thief! Amerigo Vespucci, pickle 
dealer at Seville, who went out in 1499 @ 
subaltern with Hojeda, and whose highest 
naval rank was boatswain’s mate on an ex- 
pedition that never sailed, managed in this 
lying world to supplant Columbus and bap- 
tize half of the earth with his own dishon- 
est name.” 

But Emerson. himself would be the firs® 
to take back those words now that recen§ 
discoveries of manuscripts, ete, have con- 
clusively proved that Americus Vespuctus 
was not only a remarkable discoverer, who 
made three notable expeditions to the new 
world and discovered South America, but 
that he made no attempt to win immortal- 
ity by forcing his name upon the Continent, 

Numerous names from time to time have 
been suggested to replace America and the 
United States, but few have any advantages 
over the present one, such as Cabotia, for 
example, or Sebastiana or Alleghania. A 
Spaniard who thought that the new world 
should not be called after anything lower 
than rovaltvy suggested Fer-Isabella. An- 
other wished to remember the deeds of 
Charles V. by calling the country Orbis 
Carolinus.

DEMAGOGUES THREATEN 
POPULAR GOVERNMENT? 


Francis T. A. Junkin, A. M., LL. B., of Chi- 
cago, believes the demagogue and the muck- 
raker is undermining representative govern- 
ment in America. | 

An address made by ‘thim at Kenyon col- 
lege has attracted widespread attention, and 
universally commented on. 

Distortion for Revenue. 

Mr. Junkin declares that for years in this 
country the muck-raker and demagogue has 
been creating distrust and leading toward 
mobocracy by distorting the term “progress” 
into political “progressiveness” for selfish 
private ends. In part, he says: 

“A few years ago there began a movement 
in our country, founded at first in wisdom 
and justice, to right certain evil conditions 
that through years and through natural hu- 
man competition had become identified with 
the life and management of great corpora- 
tions. This movement, at first dignified and 
thoughtful, soon, under the intemperate 
speech of men, many of them well meaning, 
into a great wave of more or less 
unintelligent public feeling that has swept 
the country from ocean to ocean. The popu- 
larity of this movement did not escape the 
self-seeking politician and he mounted its 
crest and rodeinto power. The newspaper lost 
no time or opportunity in increasing the 
public clamor and incidentally its own cir- 
culation. The magazines and the weekly 
periodicals saw they were being left behind 
and girded up their loins. The field of the 
railroads and the trustS was soon harvested 
and the now thoroughly excited public pas- 
sion looked for other fields of reform. Muck- 
raking began. Cheap magazines multiplied 
and fed the passions of the multitude. Other 
victims must be found. All business was 
crooked. Everybody was bad. ‘Everything 
that was was wrong. All must be reformed. 
The laws were evil or ineffectual and should 
be disregarded. The courts were venal and 
should be abolished or recalled. Men must be 
made good—by law if possible, by force if 
necessary, but they must be made good. 
Eventually the whirlwind of the tempest was 
reached when the chief magistrate himself 
foldly disregarded or refrained from enforc- 
ing the law that he had sworn to uphold, and, 
if we may judge from his angry and in- 
temperate criticisms, would, if he had dared, 
have swept from its seat that supreme 
tribunal created under the constitution as a 
check upon the powers of the executive and 
legislative branches of the government. Out 
of this melee sprang up the cult of ‘new na- 
tionalism.’ ”’

What Lincoln Said. 

In this connection, Dr. Junkin repeats a 
warning, sounded nearly eighty years ago by 
Abraham Lincoln, as follows: 

“All the armies of Europe, Asia, and Af- 
rica combined could not by force 
take a drink from the Ohio or make a track 
on the Blue Ridge. At what point, 
then, is the approach of danger to be expect- 
ed? I answer, If it ever reaches us it must 
spring up amongst us; it cannot come from 
abroad. If destruction be our lot, we must 
ourselves be its author and its finisher. Asa 
nation of freemen we must live through all 
time or die by suicide. I hope I am over- 
wary; but if I am not, there is even now 
something of ill omen amongst us. I mean 
the increasing disregard for law which per- 
vades the country—the growing disposition 
to substitute the wild and furious passion in 
lieu of the sober judgment of courts and the 
worse than savage mobs for the executive 
ministers of justice. .. . I know the 
American people are much attached to their 
government; I know they would suffer much 
for its sake; I know they would endure evils 
long and patiently before they would ever 
think of exchanging it for another; yet, not- 
withstanding all this, if the laws be contin- 
ually despised and disregarded. if their 
rights to be secure in their persons and prop- 
erty are held by nv better tenure than the 
caprice of a mob, the alienation of their af- 
fections from the government Is the natural 
consequence; and to that, sooner or late, it 
must come.”

A library is a cold storage warehouse for 
knowlede¢e. 

After knowledge has first been canned in 
books it is then placed on library shelves, 
where it can be gotten at any hour of the 
day by a tall young lady with spectacles, for 
the benefit of the public. It is a great com- 
fort to know that wisdom is immortal, and 
that even though the man who produces a 
throbbing thought may forget it and after- 
wards be run over by a taxicab while beg- 
ging for his dinner, his imimortal words will 
sleep forever on some HUbrary shelf. 

Libraries are pleasant, sunny places, lined 
with rows of books, and are rarely over- 
crowded.

No lives 
have been lost by panic-stricken mobs, 
fighting to get out of a library. Libraries 
have burned down, it is true, but the seeth- 
ing attendance inside always puts on its hag 
and walks out without harm. 

People seem satisfied to know that all the 
wisdom ever produced is safely stored in 
the libraries and do not insist on going and 
seeing for themselves. It is a great com- 
fort to a man to realize, as he watks into 
the moving picture theater, that no matter 
if he shoul@ forget all he knew he would 
learn it over again by going to a llbrary and 
drawing out an armful of books. :

‘Your Chief of Police has the confidence and support of your re- 
spectable and decent people.’’ 


You would not change it to give him the support 
of the crooks and thieves.

Her citizens realize that law means liberty, while license spells ruin. 
And they are intelligent; they watch, see and understand. 

The Journal of Labor says: 


‘‘Beware of tampering with a law that protects the worker from 
Sunday labor, except to make it stronger. 


‘‘Join with no man or set of men having for a purpose the viola- 
tion of a law.’’ 


“LO, THE POOR MAN,” says Collier’s Weekly. 


“Tt seems that almost any time something needs to be closed up, 
it turns out to be a ‘poor man’s club.’ 


‘‘About the only things professing to be ‘poor men’s clubs’ hap- 
pen to be those violating the law; and one of the ironies of those 
places which try to hide behind a plea for the poor man, is that they 
are run to get the poor man’s money.’’

‘THE POINT is, shall laws whose intent is plain and which are 
existing for good effect, be set aside? !

‘‘When once the bars are down, that element of our social fabric 
that chafes at all law, will point to the broken laws and say: ‘Come, the 
fence is down, we can do as we please.’ 

“If it were not necessary to restrain man from doing that which 
he should not do, these laws would never have been made. 

‘‘But since they are made and stand as the only bulwark of safety 
between decency and indecency, between a condition of personal safety 
and one of chaos between morality and immorality, between crime and 
honesty, how, in God’s name, can any man stand up and say: ‘I see no 
harm in this or that.’ 

‘‘THE POINT to consider is not that at all. 

“It is not the harm of an individual act. 

‘‘The damage is done in the weakening of the entire fabric of law 
and order which sane men strive always to support, and which some 
men, regardless of the welfare of others, seek constantly to tear down 
and evade. 

‘‘There is no logical reason for violating a plain, simple law. 

“TF ONE LAW can be disputed, questioned and set at naught 
by the babbling and loud noise of a few men, why may not any and 
every law be destroyed, if it suits some few men to act unlawfully? 

‘This is a fact that none can dispute. 

‘‘Whenever and wherever laws are broken, there are always to be 
found those who get personal gain and make money by the violation.”

Work for Illiterates Done 
by Judge Frank Park. 


ome ae ee ee 


Crime and court expenses have been 
reduced by lessening the illiteracy 
among adults in one section of Georgia, 
according to a report received by the 
State superintendent of schools, Pro- 
fessor M. L. Brittain, and the superin- 
tendent in a letter sent to the heads 
of the schools throughout the state 
Tuesday morning, calls attention to 
the fact. 

Professor Brittain has urged all the 
superintendents of Georgia schools to 
reach the and teach 
them at least how to and write 
and to know the ordinary forms of 
business. 

Professor Brittain’s Statement. 

Professor Brittain says: 

“While the law upon 
school officials the responsibility for 
teaching those from 6 to 18 of 
age only, I want to ask your considera- 
tion of the possibility of reaching 
adult illiteracy in Georgia. One of 
our distinguished Superior court judges 
has done a work of far reaching signi- 
ficance along this line. Not only have 
scorees of middle-aged and older peo- 
ple learned to read and write and to 
understand simple business forms un- 
der his inspiration but the county Su- 
perintendent tells me that his work 
nas appreciably reduced court expense 
and crime. In certain places minist- 
ers and others have offered free of 
charge to conduct such adult classes. 
Our school houses built at public ex- 
pense are closed at night and some- 
times for months. Can we not use 
them in a tactful effort to reduce adult 
illiteracy? A Kentucky school superin- 
tendent has attracted almost national 
attention and admiration by success- 
ful efforts in this direction.” 

Work Done By Judge Park. 

The Georgia superior court judge re- 
ferred to by Professor Brittain is 
Judge Frank Park who, at his own ex- 
pense, has done much to reduce the il- 
literacy in Worth and adjoinine coun- 
ties, and it is from Worth county that 
there comes the report that the court 
expenses and crime have been les- 
sened. 

Professor Brittain has instructed all 
of his superintendents to begin to take 
a census of the school children bhe- 
tween the ages of 6 and 18 years. En- 
umerators will be paid $2 a day and 
a work must be completed by May 

The next meeting of the executive 
committee of the county school offi- 
clals’ association will take place in 
Atlanta on April 29. The Georgia 
Teachers’ association meets Atlanta 
on May 1, 3 and 3.

HON. DONALD HARPER 
IS URGED BY FRIENDS 
FOR POST IN FRANCE 


Rome, Ga, March 26.—(Special.)— 
A well-defined and apparently power- 
ful movement has been started by 
friends of Hon. Donald Harper, 2 
ftormr-resident of Rome and who now 
retains Jris citizenship here, to have 
him appointed as ambassador to 
France, where he has been residing 
for the past few years. 

The post has just been declined by 
William F. McCombs and the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Harper is being urged 
on President Wilson by friends in 
Rome, Atlanta and New York. Mr. 
Harper is a noted authority on inter- 
national law. He has resided in Paris 
for a number of years and is consid- 
ered the leading American lawyer 
there, recent distinguished service 
havine caused him to be decorated. 

He. has been closely associated with 
the American embassy for a long time, 
and his friends point out that this ex- 
perience as well as natural ability and 
legal attainments peculiarly fit him 
for the place. It is urged that his 
knowledge of the French tongue and 
intimate relations with the people of 
that country would make his selection 
pleasing to the people of the republic 
of France. 

Mr. Harper is educating his two sons 
in America, and is at present On an 
important diplomatic mission to 
America, stopping a few days in New 
York. The movement started by his 
friends throughout this country and 
France to secure his appointment is 
being watched with interest here.

45 SALOONISTS NABBED 


Near Beer Dealers of Savannah 
Fail to Pay Taxes. 


Savannah, Ga., March 25.—(Special.) 
poured into the ordinary’s of- 
fice today as a result of a wholesale 
raid that was madeon delinquent near- 
bear dealers. Warrants charging a 
violation of the state prohibition law 
—doing business without paying the 
State license of $300—were served on 
forty-five retail dealers in spirituous 
liquors, and they were requested to 
Zive a $500 bond for their appearance, 

The raid was started by the near- 
beer commissioner, Wilkte C. Browne, 
an appointee of Governor Brown. Aft- 
er having warned the delinquents, 
Commissioner Browne. went before 
Judge Freeman in the city court and 
Swore out forty-five warrants. 

Process servers were sent scurrying 
Over town rounding up the delin- 
quents. This action created a panic 
in the ranks. 

Just what will be done with these 
defendants remains to be determined. 
Bonafide warrants charging them 
With violating the state prohibition 
law are now pending against them. 

They may be able to purge them- 
selves by paying the license, but they 
certainly have no such assurance. It 
seems almost certain that costs of the 
proceedings will be taxed against 
them, which, with counsel fees and 
the cost of drawing the bond, will 
make a considerable sum. 

Commissioner Browne stated after 
the raid that while he did not feel dis- 
posed to prosecute the men he was forc- 


}ed_to have arrested. He gaid he did ev- 


erything he could to persuade them 
to comply with the law, but they ig- 
nored him. Being pressed by his su- 
periors in Atlanta to produce the casny, 
he says, he was compelled to resort 
to these drastic means. ‘This money 
goes to the educational fund and the 
school teachers heed the cash. 

Having settled his score with the 
Mr. Browne says his atten- 
tion will now be paid to the whole- 
salers who are doing business without 
paying.

Mr. Webster saya 
it is very remarkable that the larger 
cities in the southeast are doing noth- 
ing to prevent such an adjustment 
as seems to be contemplated of the 
long and short haul section. In his 
written statement Mr. Webster says: 
“It seems especially strange, when 
is stated that in the event the car- 
riers are compelled to apply the long 
and short haul rates they would have. 
in justice to their stockholders, and in 
order to preserve their present reve- 
nue, and thereby keep up their service 
and equipment to the present stand- 
erd. to advance the rates to the com- 
mon points, such Atlanta, Macon, 
Columbus, Savannah, ete., to such an 
extent as would offset the reductions 
necessary to be made to apply this 
method of constructing rates to in- 
termediate points. 

‘This is one of the largest questions
